Water Almost Up To The Dead 
Line Where the Levees Will 
Break. 


MEN ARE ENGAGED IN 
REINFORCING LEVEES 


Water Is Coming Down From 
The Worth In Ever Increas- 
ing Volume, 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

Chicago, April 4—No sign of abate- 
ments of the flood that for days has 
dealt terror to the districts along the 
Mississippi river from St. Louls to Ar- 
kansas City, comforted yesterday the 
thousands of homeless sufferers wait- 
ing for the return of normal conditions 
to go home and find out what the wat- 
er has left them. Instead the water 
came from the north in ever increas- 
ing volume, along with the prediction 
that more would follow, 

Last night saw the river within two 
tenths of a foot of what the Memphis 
forecaster had termed the deadline, 44 
feet. In his opinion the levees will 
go when the pressure represented by 
that much water is reached. A stage 
of 45 feet, ten feet above the danger 
line is predicted. Weak spots have de- 
veloped too at Mound City, Ark., and 
the Reelfoot Levee, west of Hickman, 
Kentucky. 

All along the river the shifts of men 
engaged in reinforcing the sorely test- 
ed levees were urged to redouble their 


efforts while behind th dikes those 
who-had not obeyed the warning and 
fled, gathered up or secured their 
moveable property and hastened to the 
hills. 

Numrous unconfirmed reporis of 
breaks in the levees not designed to 
withstand an unheard of flood increas- 
ed the anxiety in the length of the 
danger zone,

MANY HOMESTEADS OPEN 
FOR ENTRY ALONG C.P.R. 


Estimated That There are 155,876 
Available Homesteads in the Three 
Prairie Provinces Along This Rail- 
way Line—Many are Adjacent to 
The Railway, 


It is estimated that there are 
1£5,876 free homesteads open for ent- 
ry in the three prairie 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Aiborta. 
This means that over 25,000,000 acres 
are being given away for less than 
ten cents an acre, The entry fee for 
cne homestead of 160 acres being $10 
will mean that when all these home- 
steads are disposed cff the govern- 
ment will have received $1,558,760 for 
twenty-five million acres of land. Of 
these homesteads, 118,134 are located
